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ResoLvEeD, That the committee of obfervation in each county appoint one or more
perfon or perfongin their refpeétive counties, to recegye all fums of money, which
thall be voluntarily given, to be applied towards the arming and defending this pro-
vince, or towards ereCting manufactories of any kind, of for ‘the immediate relief of
fuch of the inhabitants of this province as are or may become neceffitoys, from the pre-
fent general calamities ; which perfons fhall’ give receipts for the money by them re-
fpetively received, and keep and return accounts- thereof to the treafurer.of their re-
fpective fhore, {pecifying and diftinguifhing from whom the fame fhull have been re~
ceived, and if any, what part thereof fhall have been given for either of the faid pur-
pofes, particularly : And the faid money fhall be paid to the faid treafurer,-and may be
applied and laid out by the Council of Safety, or that part of it refiding on each fhore -
refpe@ively, for the purpofes before mentioned 5 having regard, in the application, to.
the intention of the dunors, and promoting the fubfiftence of the neceffitous, rather by
ere&ting manufalories, amd the employment of fuch as labour therein; or in work of -
any kind, than by immediate gifts; it being the opinion of this Convention, that fuch
charities may be rendered much more extenfively beneficial, by having the fame placed
under a general dire&ion : And that the Ceuncil of dafety may alfo, on proper fecurity
and terms they approve of, advance a fum not exceeding one thoufand pounds common

'money, for ere&ing and carfying on onz or more {alt works in this province.

REsoLvEDp, That the committee of oblervation in each county, as {oon as may be,.. -

tranfmit to the branch of the Council of Safety for their refp:étive fhore, a particular
account of all arms and ammunition purchafeil in their county, purfuant to the refolves-
of the Convention in December laft, and of all fums of money fubfcribed and actually
paid in or contributed, and by whom, for the purcnafe of the faid arms and ammuni-
tion ; and that each branch of-the Council of Safety order the treaturer of their fhore
to pay, to fuch perfon as fhall be appoini.d by esch of the {zid committees, on their
re(pective thore, the amount of the money fo paid in, and actually expended in the
purpofes aferefaid, before the tranfmitting ot .fuch account, that the fae, ss well as
“all other money paid in,. not expended as-aforc{iid, may be returned to the fublcribers .
